Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/8/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. First, the after-final amendment filed 1 1/8/04 has not been entered because 
a new issue has been raised in claim 1 that requires further search and/or 
consideration. The new issue concerns the complete or partial groove or tongue of the 
connecting part and its consequence on the pressed molded piece. This issue/limitation 
had not been raised during the prosecution of the method claims.
